SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Proposition 21/2: Some saw it as Armegeddon. Others viewed it as 
the saving grace of the taxpayer. Not in recent memory has any pro- 
posed law aroused such discussion, and in the long run, caused so 
much confusion. But when the dust had cleared, and the votes were 
counted, the citizens of Orange showed that they had favored the tax 
cutting law, and the Board of Selectmen acted accordingly. 


The Board of Selectmen began by cutting 15% from its salary. 
This was not a tremendous savings by any means, but was more a 
symbol of our commitment to adhere to the new directive. When the 
directive was then given to the other town departments that a 15% 
budget cut was needed, they in turn responded like a team in 
making some very difficult decisions. Some, such as the closing of 
Gale Brooks School, were unpopular; but when the bottom line was 
reached, the budget was reduced, the tax rate was lowered sub- 
stantially, and we had survived once again. The cooperation demon- 
strated between town departments was truly outstanding. 


A spin-off of this team effort was the initiation of quarterly inter- 
departmental meetings involving the various department heads. One 
meeting in particular served as a vehicle to help the town investigate 
the impact of prop. 2/2 in the next fiscal year. Through the efforts of 
the Board of Selectmen and its Administrative Assistant, Michael 
Davolio, and the Town Accountant, Ruth Smith, an investigation 
and evaluation of our free cash situation was conducted with start- 
ling results. An overlooked section of the new law combined with in- 
creased State Aid allowed a situation to surface whereby had the 
town not voted to divert some of its cash flow until the next fiscal 
year, we would have had to subsist on a budget which would have 
amounted to economic starvation in the coming year. What this 
move means is that budget cuts will not be as severe this year, and 
that our services and tax rate will be maintained at reasonable 
levels. 


Budget restrictions notwithstanding, much was accomplished in 
the past year as our efforts were once again directed toward seek- 
ing, attaining, and administering State and Federal grants to help us 
with projects long neglected. Foremost is our Airpark project. 
Roads and sewer lines are now in place as our town voted to continue 


its efforts to accommodate industry. But more important to our im- 
mediate needs is the new well which has far exceeded expectations 
in doubling our existing water supply. The so-called water “loop” 
between South Main Street and Daniel Shays Highway was also 
completed as part of the Airpark project, allowing for a more even 
distribution of water in this area. 


Also in regard to water need and distribution was the construction 
of two water tanks to replace our open reservoir. This allows us to 
comply with current standards regarding a covered water supply, 
and also allows for greater fire projection on the North side of town. 
Our existing reservoir will still serve as a reserve in case additional 
fire flow is needed in an emergency. 


Also of great importance this past year was the revision of our 
zoning by-laws via the revitalized Planning Board. This was neces- 
sary to give our citizens greater protection of their rights as prop- 
erty owners. The banning of nuclear and hazardous waste was also 
instituted, an action which has since been taken by many area 
towns. 


The HUD rehabilitation project also fell under our jurisdiction last 
year, which allowed property owners in particular areas of town to 
upgrade their property to minimum building code standards. It can 
be noted that this was one of the few HUD programs in the State 
which came in on target according to its time table and maximum 
use. The advantage is that when a number of properties are im- 
proved in this way, the whole town benefits and leaves the door 
open to future grant possibilities which will encompass a greater 
scope of rehabilitation and revitalization. 


Again with minimal cost to the taxpayer, our Sewer System Eval- 
uation Survey was completed. Specific problems were identified, and 
specific solutions were forthcoming, which leads us into what we 
might expect in the near future. Our Future: 


When the funds for our sewer project are received, we will be able 
to correct inflow-infiltration problems which in the past allowed for 
the mis-treatment of millions of gallons of water at our sewage dis- 
posal plant. The increased efficiency of the plant will result in the 
saving of thousands of dollars each year in treatment costs. The 
planning board will once again be actively involved in a study of 
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capital budgeting and the revision of our town by-laws, in addition to 
studying the possibility of a department of public works for our town 
aS a money saving measure. 


As mentioned above, we expect to continue with our HUD pro- 
gram. It is expected that more funds will become available, this time 
to include both the property owner and the possibility of downtown 
revitalization. The police facilities project is still alive, and plans are 
currently being drawn up before final presentation to the town for 
its consideration. 


Finally, the Board of Selectmen will continue its efforts in doing all 
that it can to attract and accommodate industries interested in our 
town. You citizens have time and again expressed your support for 
this concept, especially in light of the fact that all the projects 
mentioned above are steps which improve our town and make it a 
better place in which to live and work. 


The Board would like to thank the citizens of Orange for their 
support in the past year, and also thank all town departments for 
their cooperation when it was most needed in this year of proposition 
21/2.

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REPORT OF THE ORANGE-ATHOL 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We herewith submit the annual report of the activities of the 
Industrial District for the year 1981. 


Because of the steady increase in rent at 605 Main Street, we 
sought and found new quarters at 465 Main Street at a more reason- 
able rent. 


We met several times with officials of McElwain Shoe Co. before 
and after their intentions to close the local factory were made 
known. We had a sports shoe manufacturer interested, but it fell 
through. The company then sold the property to three local busi- 
nessmen, James Tedford, Peter Gerry and Richard Phillips. A pros- 
pectus including photographs, charts, financial data and miscella- 
neous information about Athol, Orange and the Mount Grace Region 
was prepared with the support of a grant from the Massachusetts 
Executive Office of Communities and Development. There have been 
interested parties but nothing definite. 


It was with deep regret that we noted the passing of Ray Goland, 
a member of the IDD since its inception. 


To fill two empty slots on the commission, one in Orange and one 
in Athol, Donald W. Capman, manager of the Guaranty Bank and 
Trust, residing in Orange was appointed to fill the Orange one and 
David G. Jordan, Vice President of the First National Bank of Athol 
was appointed to fill the Athol one. 


In October we met with officials of European Home Craft Inc., 
brokers handling the former International Building Products build- 
ing on Route 2A and representative of local banks in regards to the 
company renting the above-mentioned building with an option to 
buy, which they did in January, 1982 and plan to start operations in 
March. 


We met with J.R. Greene, Chairman of the Athol Planning Board, 
regarding hazardous wastes which at least three companies are 
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trying to locate in the area, namely; IT Corp. in Warren, Ma., Cyclo- 
tech in the Gardner Industrial Park and Liquaacon in the Greenfield 
area. We felt that we should look into applying safety measures for 
our area. 


On land purchased from the Hunt family, a well was brought in 
that products 1,000 gallons per minute. The Airpark has been 
cleared and is ready to market. 


We also met with Noel Ryan, Superintendent of the Athol Depart- 
ment of Public Works in regards to availability of water and land for 
the use of hazardous wastes plants, it was decided to see if a well- 
worded zoning by-law could be introduced into the warrant for the 
next town meeting.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the activities of the Orange 
Planning Board for the year 1981. 


1981 marked a year of great activity for the Orange Planning 
Board. The board met on a weekly basis for most of the year. 


During the winter months most of our work concerned our zoning 
by-law proposal. We met with most of our town boards and held 
three public hearings in the spring. After these hearings, with the 
input that the Planning Board received from the townspeople, the 
board refined the zoning proposal. 


In August, at a special town meeting, the townspeople approved 
most of our proposal. Seven of the eight motions concerning the plan 
passed. For the first time in the history of our town, we have a 
zoning package which protects the needs and the interests of both 
the town and our residents. 


In the fall, the board was alerted to a proposal in the state house 
(house bill 6877) which, if passed, would make it impossible for any 
town to refuse a nuclear waste facility. This plan would in effect, 
take away home rule concerning this issue. In response to this ill 
conceived bill, the Planning Board proposed a zoning by-law which 
prohibits such a facility within our town. In October, before the state 
bill could be acted on, the people of Orange voted at a special town 
meeting to accept our proposal, unanimously. It would be pointed 
out that almost every other town in Franklin County has taken some 
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sort of action in relation to the state plan and the plan has been with- 
drawn at this time. 


Although our newly revised zoning by-law is a great improvement 
over our old by-law we are still looking at other revisions or addi- 
tions which will protect the town and the people who live and work 
here. We are always open to suggestions from everyone. 


On the county level, members from the Planning Board attended 
the monthly County Planning Board meetings. Two major proposals 
came up for debate at these meetings. 


The first issue concerned the possibility of a regional waste site to 
service the county towns. Many questions concerning this issue have 
been asked. But it is clear to all that one site for all the county, with 
the possibility of generating steam to sell, is the best way to handle 
the waste problem. The reality of such a facility will be determined 
by the time, effort and cooperation of all county officials, and the 
education of the general public. 


The second major issue of the County Planning Board dealt with 
concerns the possible implementation of a county wide “911” emer- 
gency system. It is the opinion of the Orange Planning Board, that 
while this sytem could be of some value, the cost and the need does 
not seem to warrant this type of system as yet. 


The Orange Planning Board would like to see the waste problem 
settled first, as we see the possibility of major problems in the fu- 
ture with local dumps and state’s stance concerning these sites. 


As you can see, the planning board has been very active this past 
year and the new year promises more of the same. 


At this time I wish to thank all of the town boards and depart- 
ments which have given us help during the past year. Also a large 
deal of gratitude is to be given to the people of Orange who have 
given us their ideas and support.

The purpose of this bylaw is to promote the general welfare of the 
Town of Orange, to protect the health and safety of its inhabitants, 
to encourage the most appropriate use of land within the town, to 
increase the amenities of the town, to minimize confusion and con- 
gestion, and to conserve the value of property within the town.

Flood Plain District 

The Flood Plain District is established as an overlay district. The 
above permitted uses are allowed, provided they meet the following 
additional requirements as well as those of the Massachusetts State 
Building Code dealing with construction floodplains. The Flood Plain 
District includes all special flood hazard areas designated as Zone A, 
A1-30 on the Orange Flood Insurance Rate Maps (FIRM) and the 
Flood Boundary and Flood-Building Commissioner. These maps, as 
well as the accompanying Orange Flood Insurance Study, are in- 
corporated herein by reference. 


Development Regulations 
The following requirements apply in the Flood Plain District: 


I. A. Within Zone A, where the base flood elevation is not pro- 
vided on the FIRM, the applicant shall obtain any existing 
base flood elevation data and it shall be reviewed by the 
Building Commissioner for its reasonable utilization 
toward meeting the elevation or floodproofing require- 
ments, as appropriate, of the State Building Code. 


B. Within Zone A1-30, all mobile homes shall provide that: 


1. stands or lots are elevated on compacted fill or on 
pilings so that the lowest floor of the mobile home 
will be at or above the base flood level. 


2. adequate surface drainage and access for a hauler are 
provided, and 


3. in the instance of elevation on pilings, lots are large 
enough to permit steps, piling foundations are placed 
in stable soil no more than 10 feet apart, and rein- 
forcement is provided for piers more than six feet 
above ground level. 
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II. A. In the floodway, designated on the Fiood Boundary and 
Floodway Map, the following provisions shall apply: 


1. All encroachments, including fill, new construction, 
substantial improvements to existing structures and 
other development, are prohibited unless certification 
by a registered professional engineer is provided by 
the applicant demonstrating that such encroachment 
shall not result in any increase in flood levels during 
the occurrence of the 100-year Flood. 


2. Any encroachment meeting the above standard shall 
comply with the flood plain requirements of the State 
Building Code.

This bylaw may be amended in whole or in part by a two-thirds 
(2/3) vote at any Annual or Special Town Meeting. 


7. Valdity 
The invalidity of any section or provision of this bylaw shall not in- 
validate any other section or provision hereof. 


8. Applicability 

Where the application of this bylaw imposes greater restrictions 
than those imposed by any other regulations, permits, restrictions, 
easements, covenants or agreements, the provisions of this bylaw 
shall control.

That the following Article be added to the Zoning ByLaw: 


ARTICLE DEFINITIONS 


1. ACCESSORY BUILDING 

Any subordinate building located on the same lot with the prin- 
cipal building or use, the use of which is customarily incidental to 
that of the principal building or to use of the land. 


2. ALTERATION 
A change in external form, shape or size of a building or structure 
which involves land use. 


3. BUILDING 
Any roofed structure, permanently located on the land, used for 
housing or enclosing persons, animals or material. 


4. DWELLING OR RESIDENCE 
Any structure containing one or more dwelling units. 
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5. DWELLING UNIT 

Living quarters with cooking, living, sanitary and sleeping facili- 
ties, independent of any other unit. Each rental plot in a mobile 
home park or campground, each two rental units in a motel or hotel, 
each four beds in a hospital, nursing home or convalescent home, or 
accommodations for four persons in a boarding house, rooming 
house, guest house, dormitory or other group living arrangement 
shall be considered equivalent to a dwelling unit when determining 
required lot area or parking. 


6. FAMILY 
One or more persons related by birth, marriage or adoption living 
as a unit, or up to six individuals living together. 


7. FRONT YARD 
The space across the full width of the lot, extending from the front 
line of the building located on such lot to the street line of such lot. 


8. FRONTAGE 
The length of the front lot line abutting a public or private way. 


9. HAZARDOUS WASTE 

Hazardous waste is a waste or combination of wastes which, 
because of its quantity, concentration or physical, chemical or infec- 
tious characteristics, may cause or significantly contribute to an in- 
crease in mortality, or an increase in serious irreversible or in- 
capacitating reversible illness, or pose a substantial present or po- 
tential hazard to human health, safety or welfare, or to the environ- 
ment, when improperly treated, stored, transported, used or dis- 
posed of, or otherwise managed; however, not to include solid or 
dissolved material in domestic sewage, or solid or dissolved 
materials in irrigation return flows, or industrial discharges which 
are point sources subject to permits under Section 402 of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act of 1967, as amended, or source, special 
nuclear or byproduct material as defined by the Atomic Energy Acts 
of 1954. 


10. LOT 


An area of land in one ownership, with definite boundaries, used 
or available for use as the site of one or more buildings. 
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11. MOBILE HOME OR TRAILERS 

A movable dwelling built on a chassis, containing complete elec- 
trical, plumbing and sanitary facilities, and designed without neces- 
sity of a permanent foundation for year-round living. 


12. MOBILE HOME PARK 
Premises planned and improved for the rental of spaces for three 
or more mobile homes. 


13. NON-CONFORMING USE 

The use of any building, structure or land lawfully used at the 
adoption of this bylaw which does not conform to the requirements 
of this bylaw. 


14. PRINCIPAL BUILDING 
A building in which the main or principal use of a lot is conducted. 


15. PRIVATE WAY 

A way in existence at the time of adoption of this bylaw, having, 
in the opinion of the Planning Board, sufficient width, suitable 
grades and adequate construction to privide for the needs of - 
vehicular traffic in relation to the proposed use of the land abutting 
thereon or served thereby, and for the installation of municipal 
services to serve such land and the buildings erected or to be erected 
thereon. 


16. SIGN 

Any device designed to inform or attract the attention of persons 
not on the premises on which it is located, but not including traffic 
directional signs or signs erected by public agencies. 


17. SPECIAL PERMIT 

An authorization or permit granted by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals for any of the uses which require a Special Permit as listed 
in Article VII, and elsewhere in this bylaw, when it shall be found 
that the use involved will not be detrimental to the neighborhood 
and town, and subject to appropriate conditions or safeguards if 
deemed necessary. 


18. STREET 
A public way, or a private way, shown on a plan approved in 
accordance with the Subdivision Control Law. 
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19. STRUCTURE 

A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location to give 
support or shelter, for other purposes. Included are buildings, 
frameworks, sheds, platforms, towers and similar objects. 


20. VARIANCE 

An authorization granted by the Zoning Board of Appeals, upon 
appeal or upon application, with respect to particular land or struc- 
tures or use to vary the terms of this bylaw where the Zoning Board 
of Appeals specifically finds that owing to circumstances relating to 
the soil conditions, shape or topography of such land or structures, 
and especially affecting such land or structures or use but not affect- 
ing generally the zoning district in which it is located, a literal en- 
forcement of the provisions of the ordinance or bylaw would involve 
substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the petitioner or 
appelant, and that desirable relief may be granted without sub- 
stantial detriment to the public good and without nullifying or sub- 
stantially derogating from the intent or purpose of such ordinace or 
bylaw.

That the following Article, excluding sub-section 5 “Mobile 
Homes”, be added to the Zoning ByLaw: 


ARTICLE GENERAL REGULATIONS 


1. Corner Clearance or View Obstruction 

No wall or other structure shall be erected, and no hedge, tree or 
other obstruction exceeding a vertical height of 31/2 feet from the 
road level shall be maintained on a lot which may cause danger to 
traffic on a public street by obstructing the view. 


2. Earth Removal 

The removal of sod and/or loam will be permitted when: 

a. incidental to and in connection with the construction of a 
structure, 

b. incidental to the grading and developing of contiguous 
property, or 

c. associated with the farming of loam. 
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Other removal will be permitted upon issue of a Special Permit 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals after a public hearing. The Board 
in each instance shall impose such conditions as will protect the 
neighborhood and town against permanent and temporary hazards 
caused by conditions which may exist after operations are com- 
pleted, or by the methods of handling such materials at the site, or 
by transporting such materials in the town. 


Top soil, removed during the development of a lot, must be re- 
placed to an adequate depth to prevent erosion, and seeded, upon 
completion of the project. 


Violators of this section shall forthwith correct all violations and, if 
so ordered, shall restore the land to its original state prior to such 
violations. 


3. General Provisions for new buildings 


A. A dwelling may be occupied by the owner and family during 
construction, for a period of up to two years from the issue of a 
building permit, provided construction is completed within the 
same two years and that the dwelling conforms to this bylaw or 
amendments thereto. 


B. A temporary dwelling, including mobile homes, may be occu- 
pied on the premises by the owner and family during the construc- 
tion of a permanent residence, for a period of up to twelve (12) 
months from the issue of a building permit, provided the construc- 
tion starts within twelve (12) months of the date of issue of the 
building permit and conforms to this bylaw or amendments 
thereto. 


4. Hazardous Waste Disposal 

A facility for the permanent disposal of hazardouos waste shall be 
allowed only after approval by a two-thirds (2/3) vote at an Annual 
or Special Town Meeting. 


6. Non-Conforming Uses 
A. The lawful use of any structure or land existing at the 


adoption of this bylaw may be continued although such use does not 
conform with this bylaw. 
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B. A pre-existing non-conforming use shall not be changed to any 
other non-conforming use. 


C. Pre-existing non-conforming structures or uses may be 
extended or altered, provided no such extension or alteration shall 
be permitted unless there is a finding by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals that such change extension or alteration shall not be sub- 
stantially more detrimental than the existing non-conforming use to 
the neighborhood. 


D. A non-conforming use which has been discontinued for two 
years or more shall not be re-established, and all future use shall 
conform to this bylaw. 


E. A non-conforming use which has been changed to a more 
restricted or conforming use shall not revert to its previous use. 


F. A non-conforming use which has been damaged or destroyed 
by fire or other accidental cause may be repaired or rebuilt and used 
as before, provided such restoration is carried out within two years 
and does not exceed the size of the original non-conforming use. 


G. A minimum area of 5,000 square feet and a minimum front- 
age of 50 feet shall apply to existing undersized building lots, unless 
they are adjoined by other land of the same owner available in con- 
nection with such parcels. Any lot on which more than one house 
exists may be divided and sold to separate owners. 


H. A non-conforming use may be continued to a new owner sub- 
ject to the provisions of this section. 


7. Parking and Loading 


A. Adequate off-street parking shall be provided to meet the 
demand created by any new business and/or profession in a 
primarily residential neighborhood. 


B. Adequate off-street loading facilities and space must be pro- 
vided to service all needs created by new construction, whether 
through new structures or uses, additions to existing structures or 
uses, or change of use. The facilities shall be so sized and arranged 
that no trucks will be parked on a public way while loading and/or 
unloading. 
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C. Off-street parking must be provided at the rate of one space 
per dwelling unit created through new structures or uses, additions 
to and/or renovation of existing structures or uses, or change of use. 


8. Scientific Research 

Uses of property, whether or not on the same lot as activities per- 
mitted under this bylaw as a matter of right, accessory to activities 
permitted as a matter of right, which activities are necessary in 
connection with scientific research or scientific development or 
related production, may be permitted upon issuance of a Special 
Permit, provided the Zoning Board of Appeals finds the proposed 
accessory use does not substantially derogate from the public good. 


9. Signs 


A. Non-Conforming Uses 

Signs legally existing at the time of adoption of this bylaw may 
continue as non-conforming uses. Any non-conforming sign which 
has not been maintained for twelve (12) consecutive months shall be 
removed within 60 days of notification for removal. 


B. On-Premises Signs 

Signs whose content relates exclusively to the premises on which 
they are located, or to products, accommodations, services or 
activities on those premises, will be allowed subject to the following 
conditions: 


1. There shall be no more than free-standing sign on any 
premises, plus no more than one building sign per business or 
enterprise. 


2. In primarily residential neighborhoods a business and/or pro- 
fession may have a sign of up to four (4) square feet. 


3. No sign shall be illuminated between 11:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. 
unless relating to an establishment during those hours. 


C. Off-Premises Signs 

Billboards or signs whose content does not relate exclusively to 
the premises on which they are located, or to products, accommoda- 
tions, services or activities on those premises, shall be allowed by 
Special Permit. 
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10. Special Permits 


A. Criteria 

Special Permits will be granted by the Zoning Board of Appeals 
upon its written determination that the proposed use will not have 
adverse effects which outweigh its beneficial effects on either the 
neighborhood or the town, in view of the particular characteristics of 
the site and of the proposal in relation to the site. All determinations 
shall indicate consideration of each of the following factors: 


community and regional needs served by the proposal. 
traffic flow and safety, 

adequacy of town services, 

effects on neighborhood character, 

protection of the natural environment, and 

potential impact on town finances, employment and incomes.

B. Procedures 

Special permits shall be issued following public hearings within 65 
days after filing an application with the Zoning Board of Appeals, a 
copy of which shall be given to the Town Clerk by the applicant. 


C. Permit Lapse 

Special permits will lapse within 24 months, plus such time re- 
quired to pursue or await the determination of an appeal, referred to 
in Section 17 of Chapter 40A, General Laws, from the grant thereof, 
if substantial use has not sooner commenced, except for good cause 
or, in the case of a permit for construction, if construction has not 
begun by such date except for good cause.

I herewith submit the report of the Highway Department for the 
year 1981. 


The work of the Highway Department has been the regular up- 
keep of streets, roads, sidewalks and bridges not included in Chapter 
90. 

Numerous sidewalks were patched. 


Iron rail fences were repaired. 


Holes in streets and roads were patched with 278.45 tons bit 
asphalt. 


3,274 gallons of liquid asphalt was applied to streets and road. 


The first section of the Burrill to Prentiss St. drainage was com- 
pleted. 


Sand boxes were filled with sand for public use. 
Sand without salt was delivered to individual homes. 


Snow was cleared from sidewalks and sand was applied when 
necessary. 


Parking lots were plowed and sanded at Mahar Regional School, 
Butterfield School, Dexter Park School, the Armory and the Town 
parking lots. 


Storm drains and drop-inlets were cleaned and numerous culverts 
were replaced.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
FOR 1981 
To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 


During the year 1981, the Library Department added 1,615 new 
books to the collection. The total number of volumes in the library is 
now 38,661. Circulation was 37,102. The collection of phonograph 
records is 703. The collection is augmented by regular temporary 
book deposits from the Western Regional Public Library System. 


Following the retirement of Mabel Glasson, Chief Librarian, after 
53 years of service, the Trustees appointed Janice Lanou of Orange 
as Acting Chief Librarian. She assumed this position on a permanent 
basis in February 1981. 


Nancy Mousley of Orange was appointed Trustee to fill the un- 
expired term of Elliott Harris who resigned. 


The Library participated in a local community and library analysis 
project. The project, funded by a Library Service and Construction 
Act Title I Grant, covered the towns of Athol, New Salem, Orange, 
Phillipston, and Royalston. A copy of the report is available at the 
library. 


In keeping with a request from the Selectmen and Finance Board, 
the Library reduced its operating budget by 15% in fiscal year 1982. 
As a result of this reduction in appropriations, the library was forced 
to close on Mondays, reduce personnel, and restrict other expenses. 
The Trustees and the staff have made every effort to maintain the 
quality of library service to the community. 


Maintenance of buildings in Orange and North Orange has con- 
tinued to be a high priority for the Trustees. 


The library offered the following public programs: a concert by the 
Greenfield Chamber Singers, an evening of poetry reading, demon- 
stration on flute-making and spinning, a window quilt workshop, a 
monthly film series for adults and elementary school children, and a 
pre-school story hour.

The library staff receives visits from school classes, and makes 
book deposits in local schools. Book deposits are made at Red Brook 
Village, Colonial Acres, and the Eastern Star Home. Library fa- 
cilities are made available to local community and civic groups for 
meetings and workshops. 


Through a grant from the Massachusetts Council on Arts and 
Humanities, the library conducted a banner project in which his- 
torical events and places in Orange are depicted. 


The Orange Pioneer Junior Women’s Club conducted a series of 
book sales on behalf of the library and used the proceeds to purchase 
books for the library. 


Library hours are posted at the Wheeler Memorial Library in 
Orange and the Moore-Leland Library in North Orange.

Kenneth Duffy was appointed by Governor King as the new State 
Appointee of the Orange Housing Authority, and was appointed 
Assistant Treasurer by the Orange Housing Authority board. 


Mrs. Janet Alden, Executive Director of the Orange Housing 
Authority for nearly five years, resigned in September to take a 
position in the Pioneer Valley Regional School library. The Orange 
Housing Authority wishes Janet all the best in her new endeavor, 
and expresses their sincre thanks for a job well done. New Execu- 
tive Director appointed is Joanne Sahagian. 


Eligibility regulations on income for the elderly — Section 667 — 
were increased from $7,224. to $9,030. for one person, and from 
$8,256. to $10,320. for two people. 


The Orange Housing Authority administers 56 elderly units at 
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ORANGE HOUSING AUTHORITY (continued) 


Colonial Acres, 35 low-income subsidized units at Pine Crest De- 
velopment and two units in the community. The total cost to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the 56 units at Colonial Acres 
was $27,007.42, and the administrative expense for the 37 units of 
low-income housing was $4,696.51. 


In November, the Orange Housing Authority was advised by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Executive Office of Communities 
& Development, that they would be unable to fund their Application 
for Section 705 Family Housing because of limited State funds. The 
EOCD Office complimented the Orange Housing Authority on their 
well conceived plan for this program. 


The Orange Housing Authority has applied for Section 8 — 
Federal HUD monies for 44 units. The unit breakdown, based on the 
need for additional housing in the area, is as follows: 20 — 3 bed- 
room units, 20 — 2 bedroom units, 2 — 1 bedroom elderly units and 
2 — 2 bedroom elderly units. 


Colonial Acres continues to be a well-maintained, attractive com- 
plex, and the Orange Housing Authority invites any elderly person 
62 years of age and older to apply. Income limits are outlined above, 
and assets must be no more than $15,000. With the high cost of 
energy, the Maintenance Department continues to work on ways to 
Save energy. 


The Orange Housing Authority extends its appreciation to every- 
one who made 1981 such a pleasant year for the residents of Colonial 
Acres; from the tenants yard sale this summer, to their monthly 
Bingo games and all of the nice Christmas programs that were put 
on for them.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Orange School Committee: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report as Superintendent of 
the Orange Public Elementary Schools. 


Proposition 2-1/2 


Anyone who undergoes major surgery understands the experience 
is unforgettable, often painful and the memories linger on long after 
the event. In January, the Orange School Committee adopted a 
budget for FY 1982, which represented a 15% reduction from the 
amount raised previously through the local tax levy. This reduction 
came on the heels of the two previous budgets, which had been held 
each year to a 4% increase despite double digit inflation. Thus, the 
already relatively low expenditures within this school district were 
further reduced at the expense of program. 


At this point, I think it important to compare the costs per pupil in 
the Orange Elementary Schools with those of the statewide average 
of the latest school year for which we have statistics, 1979-1980. 


Regular Ed. Special Ed. Overall 


Orange 
Elementary Schools $12132 $2,077 $1,346 
State $1,932 $2,941 $2,158 


As you can see, for a $1.00 spent statewide for regular education 
Orange spent 59¢;for special education 70¢; and overall 62¢. Overall, 
of the 487 Massachusetts’ school districts, only 5 spent less per pupil. 


It is equally important that the Town recognize the fact that 
during the school year about 70% of the per pupil cost was sup- 
ported by state aid and only the remaining 30% by local property 
taxes. 


In any event, the Committee went through a difficult time of 


decision making. Paramount among the decisions, was the closing of 
Gale Brooks School. 
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History should record that the residents of North Orange and 
Tully made known their displeasure. They spoke eloquently of the 
importance of this school to, not only the public education of their 
youth, but also to the social fabric of these villages. However, finan- 
cial constraints proved persuasive and on June 19, 1981 the thirty- 
six remaining students, Kindergarten through Grade Three, held 
appropriate closing ceremonies. We though it fitting to present to 
Mrs. Beatrice Miner, retired teacher, active poet, resident of North 
Orange and historian, the school’s flag. 


The loss of the two teaching positions at Gale Brooks was height- 
ened by the additional cuts of the art and physical education teachers 
and eight-tenths of the music teacher. These latter three positions 
were restored when the Town received additional state aid and a 
supplemental appropriation was approved by the voters in October. 


Federal Programs 


Early in 1981, we were led to believe that the present administra- 
tion in Washington, D.C. would drastically reduce appropriations for 
FY 1982. However, we found that, in practice, most programs were 
level funded with the notable exception of the School Lunch Pro- 
gram. 


School Lunch Program — The Federal government reduced sub- 
sidies for meals served to needy children, ended the subsidy which 
provided free milk for needy children and reduced the types and 
available amounts of surplus foods and dairy products. To respond to 
these changes, the Orange School Committee voted in August to 
drastically increase meal prices. As a result, the number of children 
participating fell from 75% to 50%. We also reduced our staff and 
practiced further economies, such as, ignoring yearly equipment 
maintenance. This latter practice will work once in a while, but its 
been our experience that deferred maintenance eventually catches 
up with us. 


Title I ESEA — Because of this program’s national and political 
fifteen year popularity, Congress refused to decrease its funding. In 
fact, we began September, 1981 with an allocation of $68,000 for 
reading and mathematics instruction/tutoring versus $65,000 for the 
previous year. 
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Title IV-B — We received a grant of $4,271 for the purchase of 
library materials. Mr. Enver Softic prepared this grant proposal for 
the Dexter Park School. Late in the fall, Mr. Brian Casey completed 
another application for an additional grant of $4,567 to purchase an 
Apple Computer system including software. More will be said later 
as to the uses planned for this computer. However, this will be the 
last year for Title IV-B as this program has been eliminated. 


Kingergarten-Grade Twelve Regionalization Study 


In August, the Orange School Committee voted not to pursue fur- 
ther, the study of regionalizing the elementary district with the 
Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District. I think it fair to say that 
for a variety of reasons the idea has not been able, to date, to gain 
the enthusiasm necessary to bring it about. 


Changes in Personnel 


Mrs. Brenda Cloukey resigned from the Committee and was re- 
placed by Mr. Wilfred Stockwell. Mr. Warren Preece also resigned 
and was replaced by Mr. Glenn Belloli. 


Two other persons were missing from our normal complement 
when school opened again in September. 


Harry Currier retired from the bus contracting business. For an 
awful long time, Harry has driven a school bus and I doubt seriously 
if any youngster could ask for a safer driver or a more caring person. 
We miss him. 


Carlton Spear, not only retired as a police officer, but also his role 
as safety officer. For a number of years, Carl had been the person 
that showed films on bicycle safety. But Carl’s special talent was his 
ability to work with children on a personal level. To recognize this, 
he was presented with a plaque by the Orange School Committee for 
his years of devoted service to Orange youth. 


Mary M. Burrill Library and Media Center 
During the spring, several teachers at the Dexter Park School 


asked for permission to turn the former art-music classroom into a 
center which would house the school’s library and audio visual 
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materials and equipment. Then, these teachers, Mr. Brian Casey, 
Ms. Carol Hawley, Mr. Thomas Patterson and Ms. Nancy Ayer 
spent much of their summer, without pay, cataloging and decorating. 


Murals appeared on the walls, a puppet theater was built. Warner 
Cable brought in a line for cable television free of charge and dis- 
cussion centered on what to name it. But the discussion was brief, 
because almost immediately everyone involved could think of just 
the person whose name should be used. 


Mrs. Mary M. Burrill retired from teaching some years ago and at 
that time we knew we would miss her very special talents. She 
represented the best in teaching and, thus, it was proposed secretly 
to the Orange School Committee that she be so recognized. The 
Committee agreed wholeheartedly and in September the center was 
opened with an appropriate ceremony. 


Because we live in the computer age, Mr. Casey particularly was 
interested in adding an Apple Computer System to the center for 
student use. As mentioned earlier, a Title IV-B grant will now make 
this possible sometime in February, 1982. 


Vocational School Opportunity 


For a very long time students from Orange were only able to pur- 
sue a vocational school education if they were lucky enough to re- 
ceive the opportunity as a non-resident tuition student. Over the 
past few years, these opportunities centered at the Franklin County 
Vocational School in Turners Falls. The annual problem we faced 
was, we never knew in advance how many students would be accep- 
ted and in which trades. 


Then in the fall of 1980, the Montachusett Vocational School 
District decided to expand its district and invite other communities 
to petition for membership. Orange was one of them. In June, the 
Town approved a membership bid, and at this writing, six of the ten 
present member communities have approved Orange’s application. 
Between the fall of 1980 and that of 1981, many hours were devoted 
to the problem of transferring students from the Franklin County 
Vocational District to the Montachusett District.

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AT A MEETING OF THE RALPH C. MAHAR REGIONAL 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE HELD ON JANUARY 12, 1982, IT WAS 
VOTED TO ACCEPT THE REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
AND ADOPT IT AS THE REPORT OF THE REGIONAL SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 


To the members of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School Committee, 
and the voters of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District, I 
herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent. 


The report to the Mahar Regional School Committee covers the 
period January 1, 1981 to December 31, 1981. As such, all reports 
cover the final half of the 1980-1981 Fiscal Year and the first half of 
the 1981-1982 Fiscal Year. 


FINANCE 


The 1982 Fiscal Year has been a most difficult one due to the with- 
drawal of Erving as a member of the District and the introduction of 
Proposition 21/2 (Chapter 580). Under this Chapter, school commit- 
tees lost their fiscal autonomy leaving each town the responsibility 
to determine the bottom line in school financing. 


The Committee, at the request of the member towns, reduced the 
net assessment to each town by 15%. In order to have an equalized 
per pupil cost, the average reduction was from 15% to 23% for 
individual towns. 


The finalized Gross Budget was set at $2,441,873, and the Net 
Budget was set at $1,047,549. Action to approve the Fiscal 1982 
Budget was taken at the regular town meetings in June. The net per 
pupil cost to the District dropped from $1,448 per pupil to $1,160. 


The reduction in the Net Budget to the member towns was 
$331,728. To accomplish this reduction, the Committee made sub- 
stantial cuts in personnel (5 teachers; 4 secretaries), athletic ap- 
propriations account, transportation services, and replacement of 
equipment. 


At the close of the Fiscal Year on June 30, 1981, the District had a 


balance in Surplus Revenue from additional State Aid reimburse- 
ments and unexpended appropriations of $146,335 above the 5% 
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allowed to be retained in a Regional School District. The Committee 
voted to use this amount to reduce the assessments to the member 
towns. This further reduction will present severe financial problems 
to the District in Fiscal 1983 if used as a basis for local assessments 
for 1982-1983. The revised assessment is $901,214.28. 


State Aid for Fiscal 1983 is still uncertain. It is of the utmost im- 
portance that additional regional aid be received due to the with- 
drawal of Erving from the District. Close cooperation between the 
Mahar School Committee and Town Officials will be vital to the ade- 
quate funding of a satisfactory secondary school program. 


PERSONNEL 


The Mahar School Committee accepted with regret the retirement 
of June P. Venette who so ably served the District as Secretary and 
Assistant Treasurer for twenty-five years. She was replaced by Mrs. 
Arlene J. Hunt of New Salem. Sandra Johnson resigned as Treas- 
urer of the District and was replaced by Mrs. Helen Purple of 
Petersham. 


The Committee also accepted with regret the resignations of Mrs. 
Ruth Crowson and Mrs. Barbara Waters. Mrs. Crowson had served 
the District as teacher and Guidance Director since the opening of 
the school, and Mrs. Waters had served in the English Department 
since 1969. 


Other persons who have retired in 1981 include Mary Lavin, Sec- 
retary and Edwin Parry, Custodian, after having provided the 
District with years of excellent service. 


The Committee also accepted with regret the resignation of 
Joseph Spadafora, Jr. as Head Football Coach after twenty years of 
dedicated service to the school. The resignation of Bruce Jones as 
Assistant Football Coach after 17 years of excellent service was also 
accepted.

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FEDERAL GRANTS 


The following Federal Grants were secured to supplement school 
programs in 1981: 


Library and Audio-Visual Department $ 5,269.00 
Special Education Department $55,400.00 
Technical Audit Grants $10,200.00 


The Mahar School Committee was awarded Federal and State 
matching funds for a Technical Energy Audit of the school in the 
amount of $10,200.00. The audit, awarded to Energy Auditors and 
Consultants, Inc. of Belchertown was contracted at a cost of $3,900 
to carry out the audit and to make recommendations on steps to be 
taken to effect energy conservation. It is expected that the remain- 
ing funds can be used to initiate recommended projects. 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


The Mahar School Committee was pleased to coordinate efforts 
with the Town of Orange and Petersham in their efforts to become 
members of the Montachusett Regional Vocational Technical School 
District in Fitchburg. Both towns voted to accept membership in the 
District and, until final acceptance is granted, to send students on a 
tuition basis. This means that all four towns in the Mahar District 
can have definite vocational services available to students. The Com- 
mittee appreciates the efforts of town and school officials in this 
important achievement.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
FOR THE PERIOD 


JANUARY 1, 1981 - DECEMBER 31, 1981 
I. Major Events: 


1. Reductions due to Proposition 2-1/2. The financial constraints 
of prop 2-1/2 affected the Mahar staff in the following areas: 


a. Four secretarial positions were eliminated. These functions 
have either been absorbed within the existing support staff or dis- 
continued. 


b. The position of Guidance Director was eliminated. The 
principal now serves as head of the Guidance Department with many 
of the administrative functions dispersed among the guidance staff. 


ce. Staff reductions in math, science, English, foreign language, 
home economics and social studies forced overall class sizes to in- 
crease slightly and reduce the number of sections available to stu- 
dents. This has resulted in decreased supervision during study 
periods and made it particularly difficult for students to obtain their 
desired schedules. 


d. The growth and development of needed new programs — 
Career Education and Computer Lab in particular — have been 
delayed. 


e. Reduced expenditures in teaching materials, textbook re- 
placement and library additions have slowed the growth of our aca- 
demic programs. Continued reductions in this area will throw five- 
year text replacement plans out of phase and eventually force large- 
scale text purchase. 


f. Preventive maintenance was curtailed; only absolutely 
essential repairs have been made. No replacement equipment — 
either educational or building — has been purchased. Continued re- 
ductions in maintenance and operating funds will guarantee large 
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expenditures in the very near future: roof repairs, exterior doors, 
locks and hinges, locker, electric typewriters, sewing machines, in- 
dustrial arts equipment, desks, etc., can no longer be part of a 
periodic repair and replacement cycle. The result of deferred re- 
placement will be large expenditures within three years. It is, for 
example, wiser to purchase three typewriters each year in the busi- 
ness department than to delay such purchases for three years and 
then have to buy 15. 


g. Withdrawal of financial support for student activities and 
reductions in after-school transportation have forced more student 
activities to be self-supporting and more students to find their own 
ways to activities. This has not reduced student participation in such 
activities significantly, but increased fund-raising in the community 
may soon generate backlash. 


h. Plans to modernize school administration by replacing the 
obsolete telephone system have been cancelled. Plans to improve 
productivity through acquisition of modern word-processing equip- 
ment have been cancelled. In fact, combined with staff and funding 
reductions, the net result of 21/2 has been a decline in productivity 
with a resulting decline in services to students and staff. For 
example, our ability to provide duplicating services has been cur- 
tailed; we cannot monitor student absenteeism as effectively; lack of 
support staff has made the discipline system more cumbersome to 
manage and less responsive to student and staff needs. 


i. Staff morale has remained high throughout this emergency, 
but the continued uncertainties over the future of education in the 
Commonwealth and over Mahar’s financial status will take a toll. 
This year we were forced to notify many teachers that their jobs 
might be terminated, and we then had to await the windfall of unan- 
ticipated state funds to reinstate those positions; it appears that the 
coming year will be much the same. Proposition 21/2 was given as a 
direct cause for the departure of several of our younger teachers. 
We have not been able to replace the industrial arts teacher, nor 
could we find a certified science teacher or a math teacher with the 
kind of outstanding background we have been accustomed to. It 
appears that people with these kinds of backgrounds are electing to 
go into industry rather than take a chance on education, with its 
lower status, lower pay and clouded future.

Despite the pall thrown over education in the Commonwealth by 
Proposition 21/2, a number of important positive events occurred 
during 1981. 


2. Completion of the Self-Study. The Mahar staff, assisted by 
students, members of the School Committee and the community 
completed an exhaustive self study in preparation for the arrival of 
the Visiting Committee in November. This major project, under the 
direction of Eileen Perkins as Chairperson of the Steering Commit- 
tee, was completed over the summer. A Principal’s Response was 
submitted to the School Committee in August, and when school 
opened in September, a comprehensive plan for the planned growth 
of education at Mahar was in place. Combined with the report of the 
Visiting Committee of the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges, the Mahar staff has a blueprint that will provide continu- 
ation and expansion of quality programs and meet the needs of our 
community through the 1980’s—if not seriously undone by Prop 2?/. 


3. The Visiting Committee of the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges. From November 1-4, Mahar hosted a commit- 
tee of 12 educators from throughout the Commonwealth as they con- 
ducted a visitation and evaluation of our school. The purpose of the 
Visiting Committee was to ascertain whether Mahar lives up to the 
11 standards of membership required for accreditation by the New 
England Association. The visit generated great interst among the 
students and in the community, and the students and staff all re- 
sponded in a very positive manner. The result was a good learning 
experience for us all, and many favorable comments about Mahar. 
The report of the Visiting Committee is on the whole an extremely 
positive document, validating what we have felt along: that this 
school is a good school and deserving accreditation within the New 
England Association. Final action on the accreditation issue will take 
place in May, 1982. 


4. Basic Skills. The Basic Skills Improvement Program was im- 
plemented according to the procedures approved by the School 
Committee in the spring of 1980. Reading and math tests were given 
in November, 1980, and writing skills tests were given in December. 
The final results are as follows: 


a. 86% of the students tested passed the math test, earning at 
least a 69% 
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b. 93% of the students tested passed the reading test, earning 
at least a 69% 


c. 77% passed the writing test. 


It should be noted that the minimum acceptable level of achieve- 
ment is among the highest in the state. All student failures have 
been remediated and failed students have re-tested, with the results 
to be available in the Spring of 1982. We are encouraged to note that 
Mahar students performed comparably to students in surrounding 
schools, keeping in mind that we use a more rigorous standard than 
most schools. This program will continue as we expand into the area 
of listening skills during the 1982-83 school year. 


5. Computer Lab. The math department obtained its first com- 
puter equipment in the Spring of 1981 under ESEA Title IV/B. Use 
of the new microcomputer was limited at that time due to lack of 
space, but conversion of Room 3a over the summer provided a small 
computer lab. Over 100 students now use the lab on independent 
study and in small groups. Plans include acquisition of additional 
computers (there are now three and a fourth unit has been promised 
by a local business concern), development of mini-courses in com- 
puter science, and staff development workshops on how to use the 
computer in the classroom. 


6. Supervised Discipline Center. An alternative to out of 
school suspension was developed over the summer and implemented 
in September, 1981. A small classroom was converted into the 
center, manned by a different teacher each period. Up to 8 students 
may be assigned to the center for various rules infractions. Once in 
the center, they have to abide by very strict behavior rules and must 
satisfy the terms of a behavior modification contract for release. A 
faculty committee is monitoring the development of the center and is 
preparing recommendations for revision during 1982. Initial evalua- 
tions indicate the center is successful in meeting its goals: students 
dislike assignment to the center and the total number of repeat 
assignments to the center is very low. The evaluation committee will 
continue to monitor the center and make a final evaluation at the end 
of this year. 


7. Discovery Language. The Foreign Language department 
developed a different approach to Grade 7 language. Instead of 
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forcing students to select either French or Spanish, the Discovery 
Language program allows students one semester of French and one 
of Spanish. This introduction to the culture and language of the two 
countries will provide students better information on which to 
choose as their language of study beginning in Grade 8. The program 
appears quite successful and will continue in future years. 


8. In-Service/Project Pace. A special workshop was sponsored 
under the auspices of Project Pace during which Professor Larry 
Lieberman of Boston University addressed the combined staffs of 
Mahar, Orange Elementary and Petersham on the subject of adoles- 
cent growth and development and how to cope within the classroom. 
Project Pace then financed a summer curriculum development 
session, during which Special Needs, Business and Home Economics 
staff developed curricula and approaches for working with special 
needs students mainstreamed into the regular classroom. These pro- 
grams have been used this year and we anticipate similar curriculum 
development in the summer of 1982 to expand to other subjects. 


9. Special Needs Facilities Audit. The State Department of 
Educatin reviewed the renovations made at Mahar during the sum- 
mer and found the Special Needs department now fully in compliance 
with all special needs mandates for facilities. This is a first for 
Mahar, which had been operating parts of its special needs programs 
under non-compliance waivers since their inception. 


10. Summer renovations. Some hard work by maintenance 
staff and a small amount of money produced several space changes at 
Mahar. Two larger classrooms were partitioned into four smaller 
units, three of which became Special Needs classrooms. The fourth 
houses a special needs conferencing/work area and the speech 
module. This permitted the return of room 63 to the physical educa- 
tion department, which has constructed a corrective weight training 
facility with its Universal Gym and other apparatus. Room 3a was 
then given to the math department for the computer lab. Room 64 
became the Supervised Discipline Center. The former Data Proces- 
sing Office has now become the Basic Skills Center and serves also 
as the English Department to vacate one of the two library seminar 
rooms, which permitted return of that room to the library. It has 
been fitted with study carrels and shelving and permits students to 
use AV equipment while in the library. Electrification of the library 
was also accomplished, making available wall plugs for AV 
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equipment use. In addition, the former Stage Scenery Storage area 
has been converted into a Career Education Center. 


11. Career Education. The position of Co-op Director has been 
expanded to become a Director or Career Education in all but title. 
The staff member assigned has been developing a plan to infuse car- 
eer education throughout the curriculum, modeled after a highly 
successful program at Quabbin Regional. The space, time and some 
funds are available to make this project go. 


12. Admission to Montachusett Regional Vocational-Technical 
School. Close ties evolved between our guidance staff and the staff 
at Monty Tech as many Orange and Petersham students took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to go to Monty Tech. We look for more stu- 
dents to attend Monty in coming years and are planning an orienta- 
tion day in January, 1982, for prospective students. 


II. Priorities for 1982. 


1. Asin 1981, the first priority will be to manage the significant 
budget reductions possible under Proposition 21/2. We will attempt 
to recover some lost ground, maintain a high level of staff morale, 
and seek to satisfy the demands of the communities in our region 
who perceive that further reductions are still needed. 


2. Our second priority will be to implement the recommendations 
from our own Self-Study and those of the Visiting Committee of the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges. Among these will 
be: 


a. Expand In-Service Training as we implement the Teacher 
Effectiveness Training Model pioneered in California by Madeline 
Hunter and at the University of Illinois by Thomas McGreal. 


b. Continued expansion of the Basic Skills Program. 


ce. Continued development of Career Education with the Co-op 
Program merging into and becoming an Occupational Education Pro- 
gram under the Director of Career Education. This will be the first 
year of a three-year plan to install Occupational Ecuation through- 
out the school based on the Quabbin Model.

d. As funds become available, reorganize and modernize our 
curriculum and facilities better to prepare our students for the world 
of the 1980’s and 1990’s. This will include (among other things) con- 
tinued expansion of computer literacy throughout the curriculum, 
the creation of an office simulation class in the business department, 
continued expansion of our offerings for and approaches to teaching 
low-achieving students in the regular education program, and re- 
newed emphasis on the basic skills for all students. 


3. Significant limiting factors: Proposition 2-1/2. 


III. Student Activities and Accomplishments. The Mahar student 
body continues a spirit of cooperativeness and general dedication to 
serious purpose. The accomplishments listed below are but a partial 
listing of the many activities of Mahar students. 


1. Science Fairs. Science Coordinator Doris Barber has again 
managed the most successful science fair program in the Common- 
wealth. 77 Senior High School students and 42 Junior High School 
students participated in the local science fair; 22 Senior High stu- 
dents and 16 Junior High students participated in the regional fair 
and in this group, 18 Senior High students and 12 Junior High stu- 
dents were winners. Senior High winners in the Regional fair were: 
Susan Whitehouse, Cathy Ballou, Vincent Martinelli, David Gillis, 
Jean Kowacki, Kristin Skrabis, Sherri Bittenbender, Mike Graves, 
David Marshall, Tim Noel, John Stevenson, Dexter Wood, Karen 
Allen, Noah Glick, Andrew Skinner, Rose Jacob, Robert Greco, and 
Steve Laffond. Junior High regional winners were: Brian Goudie, 
Nicole Nault, Molly Baxter, Susan Voutselas, Margie McGininis, 
Gioia Palmieri, David Cramer, Marian Glick, Kevin Bittenbender, 
Sue Larocque, Deric Dymerski and Paul Calvi. 16 High School stu- 
dents then went on to compete in the State science fair and captured 
11 awards, including first place to John Stevenson (and a special 
award for excellence, the donation of a Swift Microscope which the 
Stevenson family then donated to the Mahar Regional School), 
second place to: Sherri Bittenbender, Steven Laffond, David Mar- 
shall, and Kristin Skrabis, third place to Rose Jacob, Noah Glick and 
Michael Graves; honorable mentions to Katherine Ballou, Janet 
Kowacki and Dexter Wood. 


2. Interscholastic Athletics. Asin previous years, many Mahar 
students participated in interscholastic athletics. Mahar students 
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filled over 500 positions on interscholastic teams trimmed by the 
elimination of certain freshman-level sports. In addition, the entire 
junior high school participated in an intramural basketball program 
for the two week period between fall and winter sports. Recap; of 
varsity team performance:

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3. Physical Education Exhibition. Once again, Mahar’s Gym 
Show and Phys Ed exhibition packed the gymnasium with well over 
100 students participating in various activities. The William R. 
Thompson Memorial Award was presented to Nancy Stone and Chris 
Bezio. 


4. Music Activities. Again, well over 80% of the student body 
in grades 7-12 participated in some form of music activity. Highlights 
were the 26 students who were nominated to the Western Mass. All- 
District music festival; 16 of those subsequently went on to all state. 
Mahar performers swept top honors in choral competition at the 
Cape Cod Music Festival in Hyannis, with Jennifer Quigley named 
Festival Queen. 


5. Student clubs. Once again, many Mahar students partici- 
pated in co-curricular activities. Significant among these were: 
a. Student Newspaper 
b. National Honor Society 
ce. Mahar Action Club 
d. Key Club 
e. Student Government 
f. International Club 
These and other clubs too numerous to mention provided signifi- 
cant opportunities for Mahar students to expand their educations 
beyond the classroom. Coupled with a well-rounded social life and 
cultural opportunities like concerts, plays, and programs such as 
Reid Lewis’s Lasalle IJ, Mahar students had many opportunities to 
receive well-rounded educations.
